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Sir: 

On December 12, 2006, the undersigned contacted Examiner Steelman to discuss the 
rejection of the subject matter recited in dependent claim 4. During that conference, the 
Examiner suggested amending the claims to recite aspects of a photoreceptor, a laser diode, a 
bias charge roll, and a full erase light, as described in paragraph 0019 of the specification. 
On December 14, 2006, the undersigned faxed a copy of a proposed amended claim, which 
substantially corresponded to features recited in claim 4 incorporated into claim 1. 

The Examiner subsequently left a voice message with the undersigned indicating that 
she would be conducting a further search in the camera art and would likely reject the above- 
mentioned proposed claim. 

Unfortunately, no agreements were reached with respect to all items discussed.
